Every cent you 
contribute to the Chest to help the Wel­ 
fare and Friendly society is well spent 
and will be well spent by them. 
Times may be tougher, to use a plain 
expression, but we still have plenty. 
And everyone of us knows something we 
could do without if that meant giving a 
little more to the future—our youths. 
So don’t dodge the Community Chest 
solicitor, don't put them off with a smart 
answer or a plea that you cannot afford 
to give. 
You really cannot afford NOT to give 
to the Community Chest. 


Proposition No. 1 May be a Boobytrap

In the long history of the In­ 
itiative 
process 
in 
California 
there have heen many shrewd 
attem pts by promoters and spec­ 
ial interest groups to sell the 
voters some m ighty shiny but 
worm-eaten apples. 
But probobly no cuter m ea s­ 
ure ever has been devised tthan 
this year's 
Proposition 
No. 
1. 
which would outlaw the collect­ 
ion of personal property taxes. 
The average householder, pro­ 
moters of Proposition No. 1 a p ­ 
parently reasoned, would be e n ­ 
chanted with the idea of getting 
rid of the ‘’nuisance" tax on 
household furnishings. He would­ 
n't find out, they hoped, that 
personal property taxes amount 
to nearly a quarter of all State 
and local revenues collected in 
California, and th at the bulk of 
the collections come, not from 
nom inal assessments on furrii- 
ture, but from business inven­ 
tories. 


EASTERN 
MANUFACTURERS 
and certain business groups own 
little or no real estate in Cali­ 
fornia, but do have large inven­ 
tories of equipement. parts and 
goods. These groups would bene­ 
fit greatly bv removal of per­ 
sonal 
property 
taxes. 
Fortun­ 
ately, civic groups, tax officals. 
and organizations of all kinds 
have been quick to realize that 
Proposition No. 
1 
is simply a 
scheme on the part of a few to 
shift their share of the cost of 
local and state government to the 
general public. 
Tax revenue lost under Propo­ 
sition No. 1 would have to be 
m ade 
up 
by 
other 
sources— 
through increased property taxes, 
higher sales taxes, or local in ­ 
come taxes. 
If personal property taxes were 


'shifted to real property taxes, it 
is quite simple to determine what 
it would cost the home owners 
to "save” the amount be now 
pays in taxes on his furniture.
